UNIONS ARE CULPABLE. 
‘ 


The News is a union paper; it is more 
than that, a semi-labor paper, in that it 
leans enough in that direction to merit 
the support and endorsement of organized 
labor, which it has. But unions are com- 
posed of individuals, the same as any oth- 
er organization is, and are therefore no 
more perfect than others, and right here 
the News is going to register a loud rear 
and kick about a condition of affairs 
which the unions should remedy, and fur- 
thermore, is going to take it up with the 
Richmond, Oakland and San Francisco 
locals and International Typographical 
union. 

During the past three years a thousand 
dollars in cash would net pay for the dain- 
age this newspaper has sustained, or re- 
imburse us for cash we have paid out, on 
account of incompetent men employed by 
reason of their carrying a union card and 
their union as competent and worthy of 
employment. A large percentage of these 
therefore, ‘presumably, vouched for by 
alleged printers are not printers at all, 
but, in the language of the trade, ‘‘black- 
smiths,’ and it is an insult to the honest 
blacksmith to apply any such term to 
them. They are a lot of drunken bums and 
thieves and robbers in the bargain, in that 
they obtain money under false pretentions. 
Any man who presents a union card, rep- 
resents himself to be a competent work- 
man, obtains employment and payment of 
the high scale prevailing for the same,

should have been taken away from him 
and discipline administered by the union. 

Three different pressmen carrying ‘Oak- 
land or San Francisgo cards have ‘‘pied’’ 
forms here and then skipped out and left 
the mess and the damage on the floor, not 
even having the manhood to help clean up 
their own damage. When we planted a « 
garden out in the back yard we hired a 
garbage man to haul away half a wagon 
load of broken whiskey bottles and betr 
bottles, left by our predecessors, and in 
shaping up the soil we dug up $200 worth 
of brass matts of a linotype machine that 
cost 6¢ apiece chewed all to bits by incom- 
petents who did not know a linotype ma- 
chine from a haybaler. 

And all this besetted-bolshevik gentry- 
carried union ecards certifying, in effect, 
that they were good, competent, trust- 
worthy mechanics who were entitled to 
employment and the full seale of wages 
paid to those tvho were competent. This 
ig an insult and an injustice, both to the 
competent man and to the employer, and 
something is going to be done about it or 
this shop for one is going to find out the 
reason why.

ey under false pretenses and should be ar 
rested and prosecuted under the law just 
the same as any other crook\ 

There are just as good printers on this 
coast as anywhere clse, but there is an 
awful percentage among them that are 
wholly and totally incompetent and who 
have no right on earth to be granted or 
be earrying a union ecard. We do not know 
whether this state of affaits applics to 
other trades unions or not, but venture 
the assertion that it doc s, and it is some- 
thing the unions owe to themselves and 
to their competent members to take up 
and remedy. 

The worker demands and gets protee- 


‘tion from the employer, but the employer 


is given no protection whatever from the 
workmen or their unions, and this is un- 
fair, unjust, unmanly and un-American. 

In tooking over our books we find that 
we ‘have paid out over a thousand dollars 
during three vears for material ruined by 
incompctent help, there being no occasion 
whatever for it. Over $600 of this has 
been for jinotype matts and parts utterly 
ruined and broken to bits by incompetin- 
cy. The rest has been for press and various 
other machinery parts and ruined type 
and material, all unjustified and unneces- 
sary. We are therefore loser of this thous- 
and dollars and have no redress, and it is 
not right. 

If a man gets hurt in our employ he is 
protected by industrial insurance under 
the law, which we have'to tarry: If we do 
not pay him his money, the full high scale, 
and promptly, he can shut our business up 
in an hour. He has every protection that 
anybody could ask for. And what protec- 
tion does the union give the employer? 
None whatever. 

The only answer we get to all this is 
that if a man does not suit it is our priv- 
ilege to frre him. Yes, but if we put on a 
new man today.and in an hour afterward 
he ‘‘pies’? two forms and skips out, or 
‘“forces’’ a $3,000 linotype machine and 
breaks a $60 camwheel, what reparation is 
there in discharging him? That does not 
repair the damagé® he has created or make 
good the money loss, 

A union card ought to be a certificate 
of competency, and no man should be giv- 
en such a card, entitling him to high pay, 
unless he is competent and the union giv- 
ing him the card knows full well that he 
is entitled to it. 

Last fall when we were sick in bed with 
flu the foreman of this plant got on a drunk 
for a month and nearly wrecked the whole 
establishment, then skipped out and left | 
the Social Service Bureau-here to feed his 
wife and children for months, or they 
would have starved... We made complaint

In other words, our esteemed journal- 
istic brofher, being a good old reactionary 
Republican, wants to bar out the English 
firm from furnishing this automobile to 
our people at $250, so Henry Ford ean 
charge the publie $600 to $700 for the 
same machine and continue to pile up-hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars he has not 
earned and is not entitled to. That is the 
old time Republican idea of protection, 
but it never did protect anybody except 
{the manufacturer, whom is made a multi- 
millionaire at the expense of the consum- 
ing public. 

Our neighbor, being human, roars his 
lead off about the prevailing high cost of 
living, and when one dealer offers him 
some grub at a dollar which a dealer 
across ‘the street wants $2 for, he buys 
where he can get it cheapest, just as he 
ought to do, in self protection, which is the ° 
first law of nature, But he, being intox1- 
eated with that old fop! Republican high 
protection tariff swindle, will not allow 
others to do what he docs himself. He in- 
sists upon us paving Henry Ford $2 for 
what the HMnelishman is willing to furnish 
us at $1. Tf it made any difference to the 
laboring man, it might have a trifle merit, 
but it does not. Labor is so searee you 
can’t get it at any price, and all under a 
Democratic administration which has lit- 
tle use for ‘‘protection’’ in tariff’ except 
for revenue only. Come out of it, Rug. You 
are lagging behind the iPrOCe ssion of pro- 
gress.

- FORCING GROWTH OF PLANTS 
Intelligence of Man ts Enabling Him 
to Become Master of Nature and 
the “Seasons. 

By degrees man is becoming mas- 
ter of the seasons. Light and elec- 
tricity are being pressed into his serv- 
ice, and he can already force on plant 
growth so rapidly that he can beat 
the ordinary process of Nature by 
many weeks. 

One method is to treat seed, be- 
fore planting it, with small. doses of 
high-tension electricity. In 1910 a trial 
was made of this method near Burn- 
ham-on-Crotch, in Essex, England: 
Spring wheat ts usually sown in March 
or April. On this occasion the wheat 
of which the seed had been treated 
by this spetial process, was not sown 
until July 19. It was up in five days, 
and on September 16 was in ear. It 
was reaped 12 weeks from the time it 
was sown, whereas the ordinary time 
for wheat to mature in that cquntry 
is 18 weeks. : 

Another method of forcing crops is 
to run a current of electricity through 
overhead wires. In this way the yield.

bled. Experiments tried last year at 
Lincluden Mains farm in Dumfries- 
shire, were practically successful. A 
third method is to use artificial light, 
either electric or, better still, acety- 
lene. Plants are thus made to grow 
by night as well as by day. Cabbages 
and lettuce are easily forced in this 
way, but other plants such as carrots, 
Seem to resent it. Flowers bloom ear- 
lier under artificial light, and are more 
brilliant.
